A Jerome County sheriffs deputy 
spotted the appendage swinging from 
„ s the pickup as Gilly drove on lntcrstalc 
84. Fearing the worst, the deputy fol- 
‘ lowed Gilly to the Travelers Oasis truck 
.. stop, handcuffed him and .shoved him 
into the back of his squad car to exam- 
s inc the arm further. 

“I had no idea what was going on and 
he wouldn’t tell me.” said Gilly, 37. a 
mechanic from Kimberly. 

The pickup, heading west on the in- 
terstate, was dragging a soil rubber anti 
and hand that looked like part of a de- 
caying human body - complete with 
rotting black fingernails, said Deputy 
Doug Boyle of the Jerome County Siier- 
i£Cs -Department — 1 , . 

“It definitely had me freaked ouc for a 
moment," Boyle said. 

Gilly realized the source of Boyle’s 
concern when he heard Boyle radioing 
to dispatchers. By the time the arm’s ac- 
tual composition was revealed, neither 
man had much to laugh about.

Jerome must 
remain in CSI 
taxing district

BOISE - Jerome County won't get the 
chance this year to drop out of the taxing dis- 
trict for the College of Southern Idaho. 

After four Jerome County residents testi- 
fied for a bill sponsored by Rep. Maxine 
Bell, R-Jerome, a legislative subcommittee 
killed an attempt to allow counties to pull 
out of community college taxing districts. 

The news came as no shock to Jerome 
County Commissioner Roy Prescott, who 
said he learned months ago that the bil l’s 
chances were poor.’ .. 

Prescott came to Boise anyway to testify. ‘ 
-He described to lawmakers how it took one 
homeowner mdre than □ minute to fill a glass 
of water because of the limited water supply 
system, how 925 students populate a high 
school built for 650, and how Jerome Coun- 
ty Jail has to pay to ship prisoners out of 
county because it has no space. 

"We just do not hnvc the base economical- 
ly to provide services that we arc giving to 
tile College of Southern Idaho to each of the 
students in the public schools," he told law- 
makers. The county also can't afford to add 
another deputy to the sheri ft’s department or 
bring its water system up to speed, he said, 
Jerome County leaders will have to rc-r 
group, he said, and figure out where to go 
next. They may ask voters to approve a bond 
issue to build a jail that could accommodate 
prisoners from, other states and eventually 

__ pay for itself, he said. . 

' Of Idaho’s' 44 counties, only Twin Falls, 
Jerome and Kootenai pay property taxes to 
support community colleges. Residents of

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Locals resent dea ths of feeding elk 


NILE. Wash. (AP) — Marcic 
Desscrault and three friends slowed 
their snowmobiles to watch a herd 
of elk that were drawn to a state- 
operated feeding station. As they 
turned a comer, they saw a dead elk, 
shot by a Ynknma Indian hunter, in 
the back of a truck. 

“To hunt is one thing, but to 
watch them cat at what should be a 
safe place and then say, ‘I guess I'll 
take that one’ just seems wrong," 
Desscrault said. 

The Jan. 27 killing of two bull elk 
near the feeding station has set off 
protest meetings and letter-writing 
campaigns by more than 100 non- 
Indian residents of the Chinook Pass 
area, southeast of Mount Rainier in 
the Cascades. 

Yakima County Prosecutor Jeff 
Sullivan is considering whether to 
file charges against the hunter, for- 
mer Yakama tribal police chief Joe 
Young. 

At issue is whether the feeding 
site — set up by the state to keep the 
animals going through the winter — 
is in the tribe's “usual and accus- 
tomed hunting area,” as prescribed 
in an 1855 treaty with the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 

The Yakamas have 8,000 regis- 
tered members, most of them living 
on a reservation in the area. 

Under their treaty, they can hunt 
-year-round within the 10 million 
acres of ccntrnl Washington thnt 
they ceded to the federal govern- 
ment. The tribe retained rights to 
‘ fish, hunt and gather medicinal 
’ plants on that land, now 'a checker- 
board of federal and private property 
used mostly for logging. 

For non-Indian hunters, elk season 
lasts only a week to 10 days in 
November. Archery hunting Is also 
allowed at various times.

WASHINGTON — It sounds 
simple enough: Every time a busi- 
ness makes a hire, the employer 
first dials a toll-free telephone 
number to verify the immigration 
status of the new worker. 

Just like the process that occurs 
at the cash register when a cus- 
tomer hands over a credit card, a. 
central computer would instantly 
relay back a~thumbs-up or 
thumbs-down. 

Computer verification of immi- 
gration status is-bcing described 
by proponents as a virtually fool- 
proof method of determining who 
can and cannot legally work in the 
United States, one offering far 
more reliability than the easily 
forged work-authorization docu- 
ments now reviewed by employ- 
ers. Endorsed by Republican lead- 
ers in Congress, the idea is con- 
tained in pending legislation in 
both the House and Senate. 

But as the two houses prepare to 
cost final votes in coming weeks 
on their immigration reform mea- 
sures, the verification plan is pro- 
voking bitter debate and blurring 
party lines on Capitol'Hill. 

The roster of opponents 
includes. small-business owners 
concerned about the hassle of 
-phoning Uncle Sam every time 
they hire someone and civil liber- 
tarians who fear that a government 
database might be misused. House 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, R- 
Texas, has expressed concern 
about the GOP proposal, while 
President Clinton is supporting it 
in concept but urging a go-slow 
approach.' 

The conflicting views are cap- 
tured in slogans offered bydiffer- 
. ent Republican members of 
Congress to describe the hot line. 

Rep. Elton Gnllcgly, R-Cnlif., 
calls it “1 -800-END FRAUD,” 


arguing that the verification sys- 
tem is so essential to immigration 
reform that any legislation adopt- 
ed by Congress will be largely 
toothless without it. 

But one of Gallegly's GOP col- 
leagues, Rep. Steve Chabot of 
Ohio, has dubbed the hotline "I- 
800-B1G BROTHER." 

“I think it’s on undue expansion 
of federal powers,’’ said Chnbof, a 
freshman who has joined with 
Rep.

“It’s 
inappropriate to require every 
employer to get the federal gov- 
ernment’s approval to.hire some- 
one." 

The Clinton administration sup- 
ports the idea of worker verifica- 
tion and has already launched 
pilot projects in California to test 
the approach.

“We are in a test mode, and we 
truly don't know what we’ll find," 
said Bob Bach, the top policy ana- 
lyst at the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. “This is n 
complicated undertaking " 

If a mandatory national verifica- 
tion system is implemented before 
the glitches can be eliminated, 
many qualified workers could 
experience the same sinking feel- 
ing that they get when a credit 
card purchase is improperly 
rejected — and the same inconve- 
nience in straightening out the sit- 
uation.

“Once you open the gate, nature 
takes over and wc can’t intervene," 
says Joel Parrott, the zoo’s executive 
director and a veterinarian. 

Kijana's birth comes at a time when 
zoos everywhere ore re-evaluating the 
handling of elephants — highly social 
and intelligent animals that can live 60 
years in captivity and roam long dis- 
tances in the wild. 

The Oakland Zoo practices an inno- 
vative style of elephant management 
called "protected contact" that allows 
elephants more room to roam and 
eschews physical discipline — but 
leaves keepers with much less control 
over the animals. Supporters praise it 
as more humane. 

The zoo adopted the practice in 
1991 after thpir 14,000-pound bull 
S.mokey — going through a period of 
musth when males assert their domi- 
nance — killed a keeper, apparently 
by breaking the man’s neck with his 
trunk then stepping on him. Now, no 
elephant at the zoo is ever hit. 


When sweeping guidelines were 
instituted in the 1980s to prevent the 
spread of blood-bomc infections in 
hospitals, no one anticipated that latex 
gloves could become the source of yet 
another kind ofcpidcmic in the 1990s. 

Since 1988, when measures were 
mandated by the Occupational Health 
and Safety Administration and the 
Centers for Disease Control' and 
Prevention to protect workers — and 
patients — in health core settings, the 
use of latex gloves has skyrocketed.

Of all hospital products containing 
latex, gloves arc the most prevalent. 
Each year, Baxter Healthcare Corp., 
the nation’s largest glove producer, 
sells more than 3 billion pairs of 
gloves, which serve as airtight barriers 
between the hands of health care 
workers and the blood and bodily flu • 
ids of patients. 

Increasingly, health care workers 
say their gloves are making them sick, 
and hospitals arc scrambling to supply 
comparable substitutes that can keep 
germs at bay and costs under control. 

The U.S. Public Health Service cites 
latex allergies as liaving reached "epi- 
demic proportions," And the Food and

One day last year Harper inhaled 
same of the powder that is applied to 
the gloves to make them comfortable 
to wear. It turned out that latex parti- 
cles were mixed in with the powder.

Idea for Western primary 
bears serious consideration 


New Hampshire voters will roll out 
of bed this morning, pull on their 
longjofins and their L.L. Bean boots, 
and head down to the fire station to 
make history. 

By now they’ve spent weeks being 
courted and coddled by presidential 
candidates. How they vote today will 
have a big influence on those candi- 
dates’ political fortunes. 

That's a much different situation 
from what we Idahoans will 
’ when we straggle to our May prima- 
■ ry. By then, the snow will be gone, 
many or most of the candidates will 
have dropped out, and Idaho voters 
may be deprived of the chance to 
vote for thc t ones they liked most. Our 
preferences may be irrelevant. any- 
way, because a front-runner may 
have the nomination sewn up. 

In short, our. votes don’t matter 
nearly, as much as the votes of our 
.New* Hampshire cousins. If you think 
Idahoans arc wise people whose 
—opinions should count in national pol-, 
itics, then that inequality is something 
to worry about. 

So Utah Gov. Michael Leavitt 
bears listening to, whence suggests" 
assembling a Western Super Tuesday 
in late February. 

Arizona holds its primaries on 
Feb^ 27. Leavitt’s idea is for Ida- 
ho, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah, Nevada and New Mexico to 
. move- their primaries to that date 
too. The goal would be to make 
the Mountain West a real factor in 


the quest for presidential nomina- 
tions. 

It’s an appealing idea. Individually, 
most of those states arc too small to 
attract much attention from candi- 
dates. Putting all those primaries on 
the same date would make the Moun- 
tain West’s delegates a juicy prize 
that no longer could be ignored. 

Putting that date in February would 
also give us a chance to vote before 
<• most of the candidates drop out. - 

Leavitt’s idea is no cure-all, of 
course. Some candidates drop out 
even before New Hampshire. And 
even if we were part of a Super Tues- 
day schedule, Idaho still would be a 
low-population state. We would be 
overshadowed -by Arizona and Col- 
orado. 

The trend toward earlier primaries 
has another negative effect! It pushes 
candidates to accelerate their cam- 
paigning and fund-raising, thereby... 
lengthening a campaign season that 
^already seems endless. Next time -' 
around, if it politician hasn’t started' 
shaking hands and grubbing for mon- 
ey by mid- 1999, a serious candidacy 
in 2000 will probably be out of the 
question. By the time most voters arc 
ready for a serious discussion of the ' 
issues, the race will be effectively ' 
over. 

But that’s a question for the nation- 
al pundits to dither about. Leavitt is 
offering Westerners a way to have 
our voices heard, and we ought to 
consider it.

Even media contributions are biased

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NASA prepares for giant space yo-yo, other dire possibilities 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. <AP) — 
Suppose, just suppose, Columbia’s astro- 
nauts are reeling in a half-ton satellite at the 
end of a 12.8-mile cord when the motor 
._incxplicably-revs.-yanking-tiic-satcllitc - 
toward the space shuttle like an incoming 
cannonball. 

Or maybe a micromctcoritc whizzes by 
and severs the tether, whipping the cord 
around the shuttle. Or maybe the cord goes 
slack and — boing! — the satellite becomes 
an out-of-control yo-yo. 

Maybe, maybe, maybe. 

The seven astronauts assigned to NASA's 
upcoming mission with the tethered satellite 
have tftined for such dire possibilities and 
more during two years of preparation on the 


ground in simulators. 

“AH very hairy, " said astronaut Franklin 
Chang-Dioz, the crew's chief scientist. 

It will be the second trip into space for 
-Italy's tethered satellite, which got no fUrther- 
thnn 840 feet out the lost time and almost 
had tO'bc ditched. Chung-Dinz and three 
other astronauts who flew on that failed 
- 1992 mission ore back, along with njany of 
the same flight controllers and scientists. 

The countdown for Thursday’s liftoff 
began Monday afternoon. 

“It’s unfinished business,” said astronaut 
Jeffrey Hoffman, who like Chnng-Diaz will 
be makirig his fifth shuttle flight.

Senate approves bill to make 
sex offenders register for life 

BOISE — The state Senate has voted 
overwhelmingly io require convicted sex 
offenders to register with the state for the 
rest of their life unless specifically 
excused by the courts. 

The legislation, sent to the House on 
Monday without dissent, would lift the 
10-ycar limit on registration after release 
from state or local control because sup- 
porters said it has made Idaho a haven 
for cx-sex offenders from states with 
lifetime registration. 

With many of the sex offenders cur : 
rcntly imprisoned in Idaho in their 50s 
and beyond. Republican Sen, Clyde 
Boatright of Rnthdrum said, “a convict- 
ed sex offender when he’s 30 years old 
. can be just as dangerous in his 50s 
60s." 

After registering for tf>e minimum 10 
years, tho requirement could be dropped 
ifthc person is no longer a threat to com- 
mit similar crimes and has no history 
since the original chargc of criminal 
behavior. 

“They can get out of it if they become 
good players, good actors," Senate 
Judiciary Chairman Denton Darrington, 
R-Dcclo, said.

Perrine students immerse themselves in year of art

TWIN FALLS — Paula Schreiner’s 
fifth-graders are learning all about 
Picasso. 

And cubism. 

And "Sarah, Plain and Tall." 

“Art is very, very frightening to most 
people, especially teachers," said 
Schreiner, who teaches at Perrine 
Elementary. School. "They think they 
have to be great artists to teach nrt. a 

' Schreiner. is: oq' art trainer certified by 
the Idaho Department of Education. With- 
the help of an Incentive Art Gnint from 
the state, she and fellow teachers have 
Perrine students deeply into art this 
school year. 

And that means everybody. The money 
goes to incorporate art projects into the 
curriculum. 

“Wc wanted to put art with something 
they’re teaching already," said Schreiner. 

For example, Schreiner’s students 
were also reading, "Sarah, Plain and 
Tall" for a separate assignment. So she 
had them draw a house, a tree, and a 
windmill from the perspective that Sarah 


describes in the book. 

The children not only had to read the 
book to get a mental picture, but also 
about perspective in drawing a picture, 
then color schemes, and finally how 
color is used in seven-line cubism. 

"They’re learning history ... critiquing, 
techniques, and then production," 
Schreiner said... 

Principal Lillie Brown, like Schreiner n 
state art trainer,- holds meetings every 
couple, of weeks inrobder for teachers to 
practice a particular concept, such as 
watercolors or pastels. 

Last fall, a sclioolwidc art project 
“showed the wide range of abilities of 
• kids of all ages," Schreiner said. 
Sometimes a second-grader’s (work) 
would be comparable to a sixth-graders,” 
she said. 

The students don’t get to take each 
completed project home. They arc creat- 
ing portfolios at school for year-end 
assessment, and also for exhibitions. 

Some of the their work is now being 
displayed at the Twin Falls Public 
Library. And this year, the school will 
combine its science fair with the art 
work, because “parents arc busy and can 


come once to see it all” in April, 
Schreiner said. 

Students also Icam some side benefits 
of art. The sixth grade, for example, used 
the screen printer to create stationery and 
cards to raise funds for a field trip. 

The grant also covers the expense of 
art supplies, which can be a substantial 
investment. 

“Wc have lots of books and videos ... 
so the kids can go look things up and 
study art,” screen printing equipment, 
and other reusable art supplies, Schreiner 
said. 

The school can now afford watcrcolor 
paper, brushes and pencils, scratch 
boards, tools for marbling and carving, 
and other art stock. Students have not 
had much more than glue, construction 
paper, markers, crayons and scissors in 
thc'pnst. 

The gram is available to all schools in 
the state and is not a matching-funds 
grant. That means that the school isn’t 
required to have an equal amount of cash 
in order to receive the money. 

Schreiner feels it’s important for chil- 
dren to be taught all aspects of art.

CSI officials 
credit recruitment 
efforts, tutoring 
programs and 
mandatory study 
periods for raising 
athletes’ scores to 
the point where 
they exceed the 
grade point average 
of the general stu- 
dent population. 

From 1991 to

2.8 to 2.93, said Jim Dawson, assistant 
professor of study skills. The general stu- 
dent population earned a 2.88 average last 
year, according to CSI statistics. 

The college tracks its athletes’ academic 
progress to meet federal financial-aid 
requirements, Dawson said. This is the 
first time the athletes hove surpassed 
expectations, he said. 

Roughly onc-third of the school’s 93 
athletes will be nominated for the national 
Academic All American award because 
they earned 3.2 or above this year, Dawson 
said. 

“It tells us we're gcuing kids to class 
and getting them an education," Dawson 
said.

He was booked 
into the jail Feb. 6 on methampheta- 
mine possession and. domestic 
assault charges. A street informant 
tipped off deputies, who found him 
in an apartment closet 

The two other escapees were 
Michael Gill, 52, held on aggravated 
burglary and-domcstic-assault 
charges and a fugitive from justice 
in Kansas City, Mo.; and Ernesto 
Ramirez, 46, who is being held 
without bail on drug and weapons 
charges. 

Potter said the manhunt Monday 


involved three teams of detectives. 
“We’re continuing to follow up lead 
after lead after lead. Most of those 
arc pretty cold at this point,” Potter 
said. 

The shcrifFs office ^ent nttempts- 
to-locatc bulletins 'on the county 
prisoners to western states. 

Investigators believe the inmates 
escaped by using pan of a bed frame 
to punch through a screen over a 
vent in a locked closet. That closet is 
not easily seen by guards outside the 
cell. . 

They apparemly-hrokc into the 
closet, broke bolts of the screen 
using the bed frame and then 
crawled about 10 feet through the 
ventilation ducts to the jail roof, 
where they kicked out another 
screen and escaped. . . •

Conference seeks logging policy truce 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A tradi- 
tion-rich national forest conference 
reconvenes today, seeking a truce 
between timber companies and envi- 
ronmentalists at a time when tension 
over U.S. logging policy is at a his- 
toric high. * 

“The time has come for the nation 
to turn away, from polarization and 
toward consensus," Forest Service 
Chief. Jack Ward Thomas said in a 
welcome prepared for the Seventh 
American Forest Congress. The con- 
gress first met in 1 882. 

The five-day event here brings 
together corporate officers, profes- 
sional foresters, academics and — for 
the first time — 1 environmentalists and 
other conservation-minded citizens. 


It’s the first meeting of the con- 
gress since .1975, when the U.S. 
Congress passed a series of environ- 
mental laws that now arc under 
attack by majority Republicans and 
some conservative Democrats. 

The second meeting, called by 
Teddy Roosevelt un 1905, led to the 
creation of the national forest system, 
which now stretches across 191 mil- 
lion acres. 

Hopes were high for this confer- 
ence when it Was announced last 
October and a series of 51 local 
meetings gathered citizen views. 

Timber industry officials and 
union mill workers .share_Thomas!_ 
optimism that the gathering will lead 
to a new era of cooperation in chart- 


ing forest policy for the 21st century. 

But optimism has waned among 
environmentalists. Several of the 
more militant groups arc boycotting 
the event, planning instead to demon- 
strate outside the Sheraton 
Washington Hotel. 

“It’s basically an organization of 
the timber industry. Their record is a 
century of deforestation,” said Mark 
Winstcin, co-director of Save 
America’s Forests, a coalition of 
grassroots conservation groups. 

“Environmentalists have no busi- 
ness sitting down and parlaying with 
the industry,” said Ron Mitchell of 
the Idaho Sporting Congress, which 
is fighting logging in national forests 
of the Northern Rocky Mountains. 


Cattle trucks unload on roads; drivers dodge cowpies 


BONNERS FERRY (AP) — 
Bonners Feny residents are tired of 
dodging cowpies splattered on area 
roads. 

So is Idaho State Police Trooper 
.Brian Zimmerman, who is hot on 
the trail of the cowpie culprits, 

■ Canadian cattle haulers. • 

Instead of cleaning cow manure 

■ and urine from their trucks at cattle 
yards, some truckers prefer using 
gravity. They open drains in their 
trailers while maneuvering around 


the steep hills surrounding Bonners 
Feny. 

The result is an unsightly, smelly 
and often slick stream of cow 
manure pouring onto U.S. Highway 
95. In winter, the mixture can 
freeze. 

City officials asked for a crack- 
down and Zimmerman, who lives in 
Bonners Ferry, was happy to oblige. 

“It’s nasty arid it’s illegal,” 
Zimmerman said. "It’s also ‘a rear 
hazard. You are driving on dry 


pavement and you come around a 
comer and hit that stuff. It!s like hit- 
ting an oil slick. It’s very dangerous, 
especially for motorcycle drivers." 

, Truckers often mix water with the 
waste to loosen' it. 

"They let it soak and slosh around 
in the trailer when they are driving 
back to Canada dnd then dump it on 
our highway," Zimmerman said. 

- For years, .residents have com- 
plained. Now Zimmerman, with 
help from deputies and customs offi- 


cials, is keeping an eye out for 
offenders. 

. “It’s a crackdown on the crop," 
said Bonners Feny City Councilman 
Russ “Doc" Docberty. “People are 
tired of it." 

“We want to send a messoge to 
truck drivers that we consider it a 
serious problem and we won’t toler- 
ate it." 

Police Chief Doug Kramer said he 
has seen a stretch of road a couple of 
miles long covered with cow manure.

3 die as winter storm hits northwest Europe 


AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) 
— Blizzards plowed through north- 
western Europe on Monday, causing 
hundreds of highway accidents nnd 
forcing more thnn a thousand 
motorists to abandon their cars on 
snow-clogged roads. 

The storms showed the contrast 
between countries accustomed to 
snow nnd those that arc not: In 
Denmark, 6 feet fell in some places 
but there were no fatalities, while in 
the Netherlands, 4 inches of snow 
brought.more than 500 car crashes .. 
and two deaths. 

In Britain, trees felled by high 
winds disrupted train and road traffic. • 
A motorcyclist died after hitting a 
fnllcn tree near Ivor, Bucking- 
hamshire. 

It was the worst snowstorm in the 
Netherlands since 1985. In the north- 
ernmost Dutch provinces of 
Groningen and Friesland, heavy snow 
cut ofT access to many villages.

So far, all the victims arc from 
Mayibout, a remote northern village 
of 150 inhabitants on the Ivindo 
River, 200 miles cast of the capital, 
Libreville. In two neighboring vil- 
lages, seven more people with 
fevers arc suspected Ebola cases. 

“For the time being it is very 
uncertain how the epidemic is going 
to go,’’ said WHO spokesman 
Valery Abramov. 

There arc already concerns the 
disease may have spread to 
Makokou, capital of Ogooue-Ivindo 
province, about 100 miles away, 
where the sick were hospitalized, he 
said. 

One of the deadliest viruses 
known to man, Ebola causes inter- 
. nal qnd.cxtcrnai. bl ceding-. ILjs_ 


spread through bodily fluids and 
kills up to 80 percent of those 
infected. There is no treatment and 
no cure. 

The outbreak in Gabon is the 
third time the disease has struck the 
African continent in a year. In Zaire 
last spring, it infected 316 people 
and killed 245. A single case of 
Ebola was confirmed in the Ivory 
Coast in December. 

Nineteen Maytbdut men arc 
thought to have been, initially 
infected after skinning and eating a 
chimpanzee found dead in the for- 
est. Chimpanzees are known to 
have previously contracted the dis- 
ease. 

The men were taken to Mdrokou 
hospital by- people, from': neighbor- 


ing .villages, AH in the group mny 
have been infected by the Ebola 
virus, WHO said. 

Seven people arc believed to have 
returned to their villages with the 
bodies for burial. Another 10 arc 
thought to be at large in the town. 

WHO’s priority is to track these 
people ana isolate them, Abramov 
said.

After taking his heart ace, a 
steadfast South cashed his top 
trumps and then his top clubs, 
overtaking his jock in dummy.. 
Then he led dummy’s fourth club 
and discarded a heart. West re- 
fused to ruff, waiting instead to 
draw two of declarer’s trumps 
with her high trump. 

South'countered by ruffing 
dummy’s last heart and leading a 
diamond.

Since July, football and mens bas- 
ketball players have been'charged 
with statutory rape, battery, posses- 
sion of marijuana, fraudulent use of a 
credit card and petty theft 

Since October, four football play- 
ers and three bhsketball players have 
pleaded guilty to misdemeanor 
charges.. 

"I think what we’ve been experi- 
encing is unacceptable, flat unaccept- 
able," said Bowen. 

“I don’t mean to paint everyone 
that's on our athletic teams with this- 
kind of a'bnjsh. We've got some 
splendid people. But wcVe had way 
more than our share of this kind of 
thing. 

“How do you defend sex with 14- 
ycar girls by 20-some year old guys? 
How do you defend that? I can't.” 

But he can say who he believes is 
responsible. 

“I hold the coaches responsible," 
said Bowen, whose four-year term on 
the influential NCAA Presidents 
Commission ended lost month. 

"I'm not recruiting (the athletes). 
And our coaches are not under the 
kind of pressure to win that they 
might give you. They’re certainly not 
..undcrlhatkind.of pressure from the . 


president." 

A report in September by the Blue 
Ribbon Committee on Athletics at 
Idaho State University stated that 
while athletes ore just 2 percent of the 
student population, they accounted- 
for 14 percent of legal infractions 
during the 1994-95 school year.
